In accordance with Chapter 28, Sec. 1, Gen. Laws, the Su- 
periutendent of County Farm shall make up his report to May 1st 
aunually, and also Sec. 2 of said chapter requires that the Super- 
intendent’s report shall contain, in addition, a list of the paupers 
actually supported at the Farm, and the number of weeks each 
was so supported, also a statement of the average cost per week 
for each pauper, with an explanation of the basis upon which said 
calculations were made. 

The whole number of persons supported and partiaily sup- 
ported from July 1st, 1885 to May Ist, 1886 was (133) one hun- 
dred and thirty-three. 

The tables elsewhere give the average attendance at the fied 
for the ten months as 97, and the number of weeks’ board furnish- 
ed these persons was 4223 2-7. 

The number of weeks’ board is ascertained by taking the 
the number of days between the day of admittance and the day 
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of departure of each individual, and dividing that number by sev- 
en, it gives the number of weeks each individual has beea so sup- 
ported. 

The total cost of supporting paupers on the Farm for the ten 
months ending May Ist, 1886 is $5,102.77. This sum divided by 
the whole number of weeks’ board furnished, viz. 4223 2-7, gives 
$1.20-|- as the price per week which includes every necessary of life 
consistent with the welfare of the inmates, outside of the products 
ot the Farm. 

Divine services have been held at the Almshouse every other 
Sunday for the past ten months by Rev. A. Twitchell, of the M. 
E. Church at Woodsville, and I respectfully refer you to his report. 

There have been sixteen weeks of school at the farm during 
this time with an average attendance of 15 scholars. This school 
has been in charge of Miss Della Tilton, who has given good sat- 
isfaction in the discharge of her duties.

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PHYSICIAN’S REPORT. 


GENTLEMEN :—I hereby submit my report of the medical de- 
partment of the Grafton'County Almshouse. 

There has been an almost total absence of acute diseases dur- 
ing the past year which.I can only attribute to the almost perfect 
sanitary condition of ‘the buildings and their surroundings and the 
watchfulness of the attendants, who see personally that each in- 
mate is properly clothed, fed, also kept scrupulously clean. 

The insane department contains about the usual number of 
utterly incurable patients who are cared for in every respect as 
well as they would be in a far more expensive institution. 

The number of chronic cases is of course large, and offers but 
little chauge in numbers or variety from year to year. Less pul- 
monary disease of a sub-acute and chronic nature has come under 
my observation during the'present year than iu any previous year 
of my connection with the institution.

TO: THE CITIZENS: OF "GRAFTON COUNTY. 


Iu presenting this, our anoual report, and a statement of ‘the 
expenditures of the departments over which our supervision ex- 
tends for the year ending April 30, 1886; we desire to call your 
attention to some of the causes which have served to increase the 
amount of the expenditures. 

The depression in business the past year has added largely to 
the number of paupers assisted away from the farm, and this is es- 
pecially true as r regards the town of Littleton and Lebatidtl where 
the munufacturing interests of the county are largely located. Au-. 
other cause for this increase is due to chapter 41, pamphlet laws of 
1885. 

The new Boiler House, which we thought advisable to build 
and which was duly authorized by the delegation of representatives 
ot the county, necessited the éxpenditure bf a large amount, but 
we think a careful survey of the premises will convince the most 
skeptical of the necessity for such a building, avd justify the ex- 
peuse it Ine ‘uired. 

The condition of the inmates is all that could be expected in 
an ipstitution of this character. The children have had the ad- 
vantages of a good school, while the sick have been under the care 
of a good physician, and we respectfully refer you to his report. | 

The general health, considering the fact that many of the iu- 
mates were sick at the time of fable admission, and many are aged 
people, has been remarkably good, as the bill ror medical aid will 
testify ; the whole being less than for some single pauper family at 
their homes. 

We desire to express our thauks to the overseers of the poor 
throughout the couoty for the interest they have manifested iu their 
able assistance in the care of the unfortunate poor in our midst. 

The class of paupers that receive aid at their homes iu the sev- . 
eral towns is the most difficult problem with which the commis- 
sioners have to deal. ‘To know what to do and how much to help 
those who ask aid of the county, and whom to help, so that no de- 
serving ones shall be neglected. 
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We extend to all the citizens, and especially the taxpayers, a 
cordial invitation to visit the Almshouse, and witness for them 
selves the manner in which the institution is managed, and thus be 


better enabled to judge how their money is expended.

pOLICITOR'S REPORT. 


At the beginning of the present official year there were seven 
cases pending upon the State docket. Two of these were disposed 
of at the September Term, 1885, and the remaining five were con- 
tinued to the November Term. 

At the November Term twenty-seven cases were added to the 
docket, viz: Nineteen indictments, three appeals, one attachment 
for contempt, and four cases were brought forward from the March 
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docket, 1874, making a total of thirty-two cases pending at this 
term; Nine were disposed of and twenty-three continued. 

At the March Term, 1886, fourteen indictments were found 
and one case came up by appeal; Fifteen cases were disposed of, 
leaving twenty-three still pending upon the criminal docket of the 
County. Six of these cases, it is probable, do not involve a trial, 
and in six others the respondent is beyond the reach of State pro- 
cess so that trials cannot be had. Every effort will be made to try 
such as are to be tried before the sitting of another grand jury. 
It is hoped that the docket may be practically cleared at the com- 
ing May Term.
